CLAIMS 



We claim: 

1. A navigation fralne, comprising: 

a screen displ^ including a customizable side bar; and 

dynamic HTML ufsed by a navigator responsive to user 
input to change data presented at said screen in said 
side bar withput having to communicate with a remote 
server .
